Background:

WDFW entered into a Memorandum of Agreement (Washington Lower Columbia
Estuary MOA) with the Bonneville Power Administration, Corps of Engineers and
Bureau of Reclamation in September 2009 to fund habitat restoration activities in the
Columbia River Estuary. This state-federal MOA funds about $41 million over 9 years
(2010 to 2018) in fish habitat restoration activities with a goal of significantly enhancing
survival of 13 salmon and steelhead stocks listed under the ESA. WDFW leads project
development efforts to identify, scope, and prioritize restoration actions from the mouth
of the Columbia River to Bonneville Dam, including lower tributary reaches having tidal
influence. WDFW partners with regional salmon recovery entities to implement on-the-
ground projects with BPA ratepayer and Corps 8536 funding.

David Price will provide an overview of the Lower Columbia Estuary MOA and an
update on associated restoration projects.
